Te admit that would be 
admitting thet we are failures as newspaperneie 


ALL of these facts suggest to me that if we got together end 
' bask professional baseball, offering our ecopersative services 
in reavhing the Negro publie, we Gan squeeze out promoters 

who ave unfairly exploiting the att¢raction ef pro@bazeball 
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ang et the sano time co something that is important to us and 
ouy publishers<-get advertising revenue for Negro sewepapers. 
If the leagues ¢an afford te pay Saperetein a fortune for 
promotion, they ean afford te pay for edvertising in Negro 
newepaperae= provided we ean draw the business. 


i evegeet then that we get together and discuss vays and noan 
for acheiving this, draw up a prospectus, and aubmit plane te 
the Vegro league owners, Since most of us will be in Hew York 
on September 19th for the LouigeNova fight I think that day, 
early in the morning will be the best times, I suggest a closed 
meeting of sporto writers firet aad then « meeting with the 
Guno, I suggest thet either Cum Posey or Frank Forbes be 
avkeé te arrange the place and tise of the aceting with olub 
Genera, that Den Burley do the geome for our own meeting and 
that wo all try to be there for the seetinge. i am eure the 
Owners Gan arrange to moet om that Gaye What do you think of 
thie plan?
